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le The Commission on Investigation of Anti-National Activities, whose existence 
was supposed to have been terminated, is still operating in offices in the 
Ministry of Interior, according te an untested source, reporting on 12 April 
1947e According to one of the members of the Commission, President Berrata has 
promised to reestablish the former activities of this group, which concentrated 
on uncovering fifth colum and subversive elements curing the wars Meanwhilo, 
Gertain members continue te keep the files and material in order, and answer 
occasional requests for informetion from the secretery of the Einistry. 


20 It is hoped that when the Commission is reconstituted, Romeo Botia, formerly 
deputy to the lete Carlos Nogues, will be named Chief of Investigations, with 
an offica in the Headquarters of the Capital Policee In this eapacity he will 
ba able to coordinate the activities of the Comission and those of the polices 


So At the present time, in addition to Botia, the work of the Commission is being 
garried on in the office of a serteain Pujol, of the Ministry of Interior, by 
men nemed Museo and Wolfs 
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
